The Theory of "Retarding Vital Consump- 


tion"—Franklin and the Files—Work the 
Heart Does—Recent Experiment In the 
Partial Vegetarian System. 
Among the various fantastic theories 


for prolonging life one of the most popu- 
lar at the end of the eighteenth century 
was what was called "retarding vital 
consumption.'' Maupertuis fancied that 
a complete suspension of vital activity, 
a sort of Rip Van Winkle sleep, might 
be produced so as to check self consump 
tion. Bodies in this state could be laid 
away and then resuscitated after a lapse 
of two or three centuries.

Franklin even, while living in France, 
seems to have had faith in this. One 
clay he received some bottles of wine 
from Virginia. 
In one of them—only 


one—were a few dead flies, which tho 
great philosopher resolved to utilize in 
on experiment. Tho month was July, 


yt 
and these imported flies, which hud 
d 
been on a sproo in Virginia, had fallen 


™ 
into the native wine and had been in 
this state shipped to France, where they 
were exposed to the heat of the French 
sun. Three hours passed, and the wingod 
Virginians came to life after an appar- 
ent death of many weeks. At first a 
sort of convulsive movement seized 
thorn. They began then to ube thoir 
legs, walked around awhile, and scom- 
ing to be aware that they woio in 
France immediately concluded to inako 
their toilet by rubbing their eyes with 
their fore feet, using their hind legs (o 
smooth out their wings. They then flew 
away to associate with Paris flies. 
iranklin wrote of the incident: 


"Since by such a complete suspcuFion 


of all internal as well as external con- 
sumption it is possible to produco a 
pause of life and at the same time to 
preserve the vital principle, might not 
such a process be employed in regard to 
man? I can imagine no greater ploasuio 
than to cause myself to be immersed, 
along with a few good friends, in wine 
and to bo again called back to life at the 
end of 50 or more years by tho genial 
solar rays of my native country, only 
that I may soe what improvement tho 
state has made and what changes time 
has brought with it." 


It was once thought that people died 


from lack of what physicians called 
' 'the vital principle." It is a phrase that 
has a fine, vague, mysterious sound, but 
it really means little or nothing. Or, in 
other words, it is now conceded that 
death comes from disintegration, very 
gradual often, it is true, in all tho bod- 
ily organs, brought about by tho all im- 
portant blood being blocked up by ac- 
cretions which close the channels lead- 
Ing from the heart. Most magnificent 
and most wonderful muscle as the 
human heart is, it may get clogged in 
such a way by the earthy salts in tho 
blood as to be unable to perform its ree- 
nlar functions. Then the life fluid can- 
not be kept in proper circulation. Al- 
lowing 69 or 70 pulsations of tho heart 
—the usual average—every minute, one 
person has 100,000 heart beats in the 
space of ono day. This means, of course, 
that the heart and arteries are contracted 
with such power as to keep 50 or 60 
pounds of blood in healthy movement. 
Really it is a wonder that one does not 
wear out long before he usually does. 
And it forces a now hind of admira- 
tion from the thinking man when he 
sees for the first time a human being 
who has lasted 100 or 115 years, and 
whoso heart is still going on after all 
this enoromus expenditure of force. Tho 
eyes, cars and stomach all have a rest, 
but the heart keeps on through waking 
hours as well as through sleep. Pauses 
between the boats are all the vacation it 
gets, which soems to be really no rest at 
all. When ono does not dream, even the 
brain soems to sleep, or at least it gives 
peace and quiet. 


Much has been written and talked 


about vegetarianism in relation to health 
and its effect on long life. 
It is not 


claimed, however, by its strict advo- 
cates that any of tho groat number of 
people who have lived to bo 100 years 
and over wore vegetarians. In fact, 
mosfe of these centenarians seem to have 
lived just like common folk who die at 
40 or 50. If they had only taken care of 
themselves and kept their blood in good 
condition, there is no telling but 200 
years may have been scored as easily as 
100. Natural advantages being so great, 
as shown by what they did do, a vague 
sadness overcomes the social philosopher 
when he thinks of what they might have 
accomplished under naoro favorable con- 
ditions for the success of tho experiment. 


As to the admitted advantages of a 


partial vegetarian system of living, M. 
Frauciequo Sarcoy, the famous French 
ciitio, has been trying it, and in a com- 
munication to one of the Parisian jotfr- 
11 alis gives his experience. Since April, 
189'3, ho has touched no meat. In Au- 
gust of the bame year he reports that ho 
is only "a moderate vegetarian"—that 
is, ho only eschews meat and admits 
eggs, cheese, butter, milk and fish to his 
rogirneu. Contrary to the expectations 
of both himself and friends, he finds 
that he is in much more vigorous health 
and in better working condition under 
tho influence of his new menu than be- 
fore. At first he naturally felt hungry 
an hour or two after eating, but after a 
fortnight the flesh craving passed away, 
and now he not only eats at the same 
hours as before, but consumes much less 
food. The advantages of the system are 
Soscribed by him as most remarkable. 
His inind is clearer, and he feels more 
disposed for work. He is no longer 
sleepy after meals, his brain is fresher, 
his limbs more elastic, and, more aston- 
ishing still, ho can stand more fatigua 
Formerly he felt the need of stimu- 
lants, and now he has done away with 
such things. He does not smoke, and he

STJBWABT ON THE SITUATION. 


An Interesting letter from Senator 


Stewart appears in the JOUBNAL. He 
shows how the sham battle over the 
tariff is progressing. The President 
and many of bis followers in the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties do not 
want the tariff question settled, as that 
would direct attention to the financial 
question, which is the supreme issue. 
The people will soon learn that no 
relief will come from the tariff, and the 
hope is expressed that they will also 
learn that their afflictions are due to 
the demonetization of silver. 


Senator Stewart explains his position 


on the tariff question. He says it is a 
sham battle, and as long as the two old 
parties can continue it the gold stand- 
ard will be maintained. He secured a 
tariff on borax and on lead and labored 
bard to secure a tariff on wool. Does 
be deserve the condemnation of the 
people of Nevada for doing so ? That 
Mr. Eartine should blame him, what- 
ever he might do, is to bo expected, but 
do the people endorse Mr. Bartine ? 
That question they will answer at the 
polls in November. 


Senator Stewart, it should be remem- 


bered, is an avowed Populist, and di- 
rects attention to the declaration in 
the Omaha platform that " they (the 
Democratic-Republican party) propose 
to drown the outcries of a plundered 
people with the uproar of a sham battle 
over the tariff." Shall men who do not 
endorse any of the principles of the 
Omaha platform and others who do not 
endorse the first and principal plank 
of that platform, namely, the free and 
unlimited coinage of gold and silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, be permitted, 
unchallenged, in the State ot Nevada 
to denounce Senator Stewart in the 
interest of the gold combination ? 


KEOCCUPY1NG ABANDONED 1TA11MS' 


Some years ago when manufacturing 


flourished in New England thousands 
of farms, some of which had been culti- 
vated for a century or more, wero 
abandoned in the States of New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Maine and parts of 
Massachusetts. 
Newspapers devoted 


columns to the subject and some 
magazines gave illustrations of the 
abandoned homesteads, some which had 
comfortable residences and outbuild- 
ings in a gocd state of preservation. 
The farms were bought in by the States 
in which they were located for taxes, 
and an effort was made to induce 
immigrants from northern Europe to 
occupy them as the loss in revenue 
from the depreciation in value was a 
serious matter. 


The abandonment of those farms was 


attributed to the low price of farm prod- 
ucts. The owners were unable to com- 
pete in the market with the great States 
of the West. Farmers could get better 
wages in the factories and mills than 
they could make cultivating the soil, so 
they abandoned the farms and went to 
work in the factories. 


Now, in consequence of the business 


depression caused by the adoption of 
the gold standard, many of the factories 
are closed or running on half time. The 
people have not the means to buy their 
products and many who were brought 
up on farms, now unable to get employ- 
ment in the factories, are reoccnpying 
the farms abandoned by themselves or 
others, as the State offers them free to 
any person who will occupy, cultivate 
and pay taxes on them. This is the 
only good effect of hard times in 
the factory towns. Men can make a 
living on the farms, which they cannot 
do in the towns, and a decided increase 
in the rural population of New England 
is the result. 


CIHJBCH AND STATE. 


A Roman Catholic Bi.hop Arrested for 


Contempt of Court-Serlons Trouble 
Feared. 
OMAHA, Neb., September 1.—Judge 


O. B. Scott of the District Court has 
issued an attachment of the person of 
Eight Rev. Bichard Soannel, Bishop of 
the Boman Catholic Diocese of Omaha, 
for contempt o£ court. The action 
grows out of the removal of the priest 
of St. Pauls Church by the Bishop. 
Judge Scott had granted an injunction 
preventing the Bishop from interfering 
with the conduct of the church pend 
ing a hearing in court. Judge Scott is 
a strong member of the A. P. A. 


At 3 o'clock Bishop Scannel appear- 


ed in court. He was not formally 
under arrest, having been merely noti- 
fied by the Constable to be present. 


The contempt proceedings were con- 


tinned. Judge Scott then ordered the 
bailiff to secure the keys to the church 
and open that edifice in order that ser- 
vices may be held to-morrow. The 
Bishop again refused to surrender the 
keys to the officer, and the officer was 
told to open the church if the doors 
had to be broken down. The Bishop 
then asked the Chief of Police to send 
an officer to prevent forcible entry. 
Thereupon the Judge declared he 
would have the Chief arrested if he 
did.

A Big Mining Sale in California. 


SAN FRANCISCO, September 1.—The 


Seth Cook group of gold mines at 
Coultervillo, Mariposa county, has 
been sold to a company of Boston and 
Montana capitalists for $100,000. The 
mines have been idle for twenty years. 
For several years before his death 
Cook had not worked them owing to 
lack of good transportation facilities. 


The purchasers, among whom are 


Thomas Cook, the millionaire of Butte, 
Montana, and J. A. Coram of Boston, 
who, with his associates, own forty- 
three mining properties at Butte and 
enormous reduction works on the 
Missouri river. 


The purchasers of the Seth Cook 


mines intend to expend $650,000 in their 
development, erecting a 200 stamp mill 
and building a railroad. 


Trouble !»t a Republican Primaries 
SEATTLE, September 1.—In the Be- 


publican primaries to-day the judges 
of election in the First Ward, Charles 
Webber and John Caldwell, were ar- 
rested and charged with false regisi ra- 
tion. Chief of Police Rogers and five 
policeman took charge of the polls and 
refused to allow the new judges elected 
by the crowd to act. Sheriff Woollery 
arrested the Chief of Police on a war- 
rant issued by the prosecuting attorney 
charging obstruction of the polls. The 
Chief and his men were released on 
their own recognizance and returned 
and then charged the crowd and re- 
stored the original judges. There is in- 
tense excitement. 


LABOIS DAY, 


To-morrow, September 3d, will be 


Labor Day. An act of Congress makes 
it a .legal holiday in the District of 
Columbia and the Territories, As 
there wero doubts in the minds of Fed- 
eral officials in several of the States as 
to whether they should observe the 
day, the heads of Departments at 
Washington have been consulted on 
the matter, and state that the day is 
not* to be observed as a holiday by 
Federal officials unless it is made a 
holiday by the laws of the State. 


Labor Day is a legal holiday in Cali- 


fornia, Colorado, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Georgia, Illinois, In- 
diana, Towa, Kansas, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Montana, Nebraska, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New 
Sfork, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania 
South Dakota, South Carolina, Ten- 
nessee, Texas, Virginia, Washington 
and all the Territories. Federal offi- 
cials can, tberefore, take a rest in those 
States, while in Nevada they must 
work as usual, though why Nevada has 
not followed the example of California 
and other States is not apparent. 
Probably it is due to the fact that 
Nevada is not a manufacturing State. 


GOVEBNBIENT control and supervision

The Desolation Wrought by the Gold 


Standard 
Policy—Rich 
Mines 
and 


Deserted Camps. 


ELKO, Nev., August 30,1894. 


EDITOB STATE JOUBNAL:—In my last 


communication I left the readers of 
the JOURNAL at the town of Ely, which 
is favorably situated at the base and 
on the oast side of the Egau Eange at 
the mouth of Robinson Canyon near 
the head of Murray Creek, a beautiful 
stream cf clear, cold water of some 
800 or 900 inches, which, besides furn- 
ishing pure water for the town through 
which it passes, and for the irrigation 
of several ranches below it, is further 
utilized to propel a quartz mill in the 
southwest part of Ely. 


THE ELY GOLD MINES. 


Nearlj all of the gold mines of the 


district are situated in Eobinson 
Canyon, about one mile west of Ely, 
The celebrated Chinaman mine is one 
of the largest and most important 
mines in the district. Negotiations are 
now pending for the sale of this valu- 
able property to some eastern cap- 
italists for $150,000. 


Adjoining oil the north of this mine 


is the Joanna with great outcroppings 
indicating a vein 100 feet or more wide. 
These two mines present to the eye 
massive bodies of gold ore giving 
assays from $12 to $30 per ton, but the 
major portion of the gold is held im- 
pounded in iron to such a degree as to 
require the most careful and scientific 
treatment through the best and latest 
improved machinery and appliances to 
save from 50 to 60 per cent of the gold. 
All of the gold mines of this district 
contain in a more or less degree the 
same constituents and will require 
about the same treatment to relieve 
the gold from its impounded con- 
dition. 


These two mines may be said to be 


literally a mountain of ore. It is a 
random estimate to name the amount 
of ore in sight, yetgl will venture to say 
that there seems to be not less than 20,- 
000 or 25,000 tons. 


The Los Angeles mine is situated 


about one-fourth of a mile to the west 
from the Chinaman, has a shaft upon 
it to the depth of 75 feet, which opens 
out to view a large vein of fine ore 
which seems to be less rebellious than 
the ChinamaH or Joanna. 


The Robust is a fine prospect on the 


north side of the canyon upon which 
a shaft has been sunk to the depth of 
62 feet, exposing to view the entire 
depth a six-foot vein of gold ore assay- 
ing about $12 per ton. I visited over 
twenty other prospects, all showing 
gold ore in more or less quantities. 
The mining formation of this district 
is principally lime with an occasional 
zone of quartzite and porphery, also 
some little slate here and there. Thase 
gold deposits that surround Ely are 
favorably situated and the necessary 
facilities for working the same are in 
superabundance, in the shape of wood 
for fuel and timbering purposes, also a 
plenty of water. All that is necessary 
in addition to the above is capital to 
further open out these mines aided by 
the hand of science. 
With these 


important factors a bright future would 
be assured to this district and the 
sprightly town of Ely making her the 
business center of White Pine county- 


WARD DISTRICT. 


Some eighteen or twenty miles 


further south on the east side of Egan 
Range is situated Ward Mining Dis- 
trict, noted for its large output of 
silver bullion from 1880 to 1888, aggre- 
gating during that period several mill- 
ions of dollars. At the close of the 
year of 1888 the rich vein of the Martin 
White Company was lost by a break of 
the ledge or a slide of the vein in place. 
From that period to a few years ago 
a large amount of well directed pros- 
pecting was inaugurated to re-flnd this 
rich deposit by sinking deep shafts 
and running tunnels, one of which was 
1500 feet deep, into the bosom of the 
mountain. With bright prospects of 
encountering a body of ore in one of 
the tunnels, the work was closed in 
consequence of the heavy drop in 
silver. 


DESOLATION WROUGHT BY GOLDBUGS. 
There are now a large number of 


ledges that contain pay ore. To-day 
the large and fine wall of the Martin 
White Company would be in active 
operation and the whistles of the steam 
mill and smelting works would again 
be heard to echo and re-echo among 
the lofty peaks of the Egan Range had 
not silver been demonetized. Here the 
beholder will see fully the wreck and 
ruin that the Wall Street policy of 
Sherman, Reed, Cleveland, Carlisle & 
Co. have wrought by the destruction of 
at least $100,000 worth of property in 
this district, consisting of a large, 20- 
stamp mill; also an extensive smelting 
furnace and leeching works, with a 
finely equipped machine shop for the 
repairs of the mill and hoisting works 
and other machinery used for mining 
and the reduction of the ores. These 
prospects, together with a mining town 
which contained some four years ago a 
population of 1500 persons, are now 
changed to silent desolation with only 
one solitary individual to inhabit the 
place that was once a busy scene of in- 
dustry and prosperity. 


If this spectacle of the destruction 


of values and the crushing of the hopes 
of the toiling miner, business man and 
the mechanic would not move the heart 
of the beholderj to sorrow and regret, 
his heart must be made of brown stone 
taken from the splendid, palatial resi- 
dences of the goldbngs of Wall street, 
who have robbed the delving miner, 
the industrious farmer and mechanic 
and all other callings that make np 
the great industrial interests of oar 
people. 
There were annually em- 


ployed from 1887 to 1888,300 men as 
miners, mechanics, teamsters, wood 


cutters and laborers. 


TAYLOB MINING DISTBIOT. 


Right directly across the Steptoe 


Valley on the west side of Shell Creek 
Range, some ten miles from Ward, is 
situated Taylor Mining District. Here 
again is a repetition of the same con- 
dition brought about by similar causes 
—notwithstanding the low price oE 
silver, in consequence of rich ore, the 
work of mining was continued until 
two years ago when the insane policy 
of the Administration, with its Repub- 
lican aiders, caused the suspension of 
all mining work. The population of 
Taylor to-day consists of one family, 
wiiile three years ago it was not less 
than 2,000 persons and the mines and 
mills gave employment to over 300 men 
and heavy shipments of- bullion were 
made weekly. 
Hotels and business 


bouses have been left by the owners» 
some with their furniture still in them. 
Before the closing of these mines and 
mills a good cash market was afforded 
for the produce of the farms and 
gardens of Steptoe and Spring Valleys. 
There is to-day some 8,000 or 9,000 tons 
of second-class ore averaging from $25 
to $35 per ton, besides a large quantity 
of first-class ore on the dumps of the 
Monitor and Argus system of mines 
that could not be milled with profit at 
the present prevailing low price of 
silver. The two large quartz mills, 
which are well equipped with every 
thing necessary, together with the 
hoisting works, have doubtless cost 
over $500,000 and are now fast disap- 
pearing. At the time of suspension of 
work in the Argus mine there was then 
in sight several hundred tons of first- 
class ore ready to be knocked down 
and worked as soon aa silver shall 
again reach 90 cents per ounce with a 
reasonable prospect that it will not 
drop below 80 cents per ounce mining 
at this place will revive and be con- 
tinued. But if ever relief does come it 
will be through some other channel 
than through either of the two old 
parties. Let no true friend of Nevada's 
interests be Inred from his path of duty 
in this hour of peril by false promises 
or deceptive platforms of either of the 
old organizations. Stand firm by the 
Silver party and all other organiza- 
tions that emblazon upon their banner 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 receivable for all 
debts, dues and demands, both private 
and public.

A SHAM BATTLE.

—I observe in this morning's dis- 
patches a resolution of the Nevada 
attachment of the eastern gold party, 
styling itself a Republican convention, 
denouncing my course- in not aiding 
the 
Cleveland-Republican combina- 


tion to defeat the tariff bill. The gold 
men care nothing for the tariff as an 
economic measure, but have used it, 
and desire to use it as an issue to sup- 
press the silver question. 


A SHAM BATTLE. 


As long as the two old parties can 


continue the sham battle over the 
tariff, the gold standard will be main- 
tained. Nevada 
is 
not 
a manu- 


facturing 
State 
and 
has 
no 


special interest in the tariff 
other 


than such as pertains to the interior of 
the great West. I did secure a tariff 
on borax, which ia a Nevada interest, 
and aided to secure a small tariff on 
lead in which Nevada is also interested. 
This I could not have done had I aided 
Mr. Cleveland in defeating the Senate 
bill. I labored hard to secure a tariff 
on wool, but could not effect it. 


The question then presented was, a 


tariff fight throughout the United 
States to the exclusion of the silver 
question, or the passage of the Senate 
bill. If no tariff bill had been passed 
the excitement in the country over 
that question would have attracted the 
attention of the people, and silver 
would have been lost sight of. The 
tariff has been an issue for more than 
a hundred years, and if Nevada must 
wait until the tariff is finally settled 
before the silver issue can be con- 
sidered, the silver fight is ended. 


THE TABEFF WILL AFFOBD NO BELIEF. 
The Democratic party 
have now 


passed the Tariff bill, and they will 
soon learn that no relief will come, and 
it is hoped they will also learn that 
their afflictions are due to the demone- 
tization of silver. The eastern Repub- 
licans and the Cleveland democracy 
justly regard the tariff issue as the 
most important weapon against silver, 
and their policy was the defeat of the 
Senate bill, to be followed by a hot 
canvass over the tariff. They have 
failed, and the great mass of voters 
who have been taught to look to the 
tariff for relief will Sad that no change 
in the tariff laws can save the United 
States and Europe from the inevitable 
ram which always follows continued 
contraction and falling prices. 


NEVADA BEPUBLICANS AND THE SILVER 


QUESTION. 


The fact that the so-called Republi- 


can convention of Nevada gave such 
prominence to the tariff question is 
conclusive proof, if proof were neces- 
sary, that they desire to bury the silver 
issue which they pretend to' favor. 
NevTda, California and Idaho, so far as 
beard from, are the only Republican 
conventions which have declared for 
the free coinage of silver without words 
of duplicity or equivocation. Nevada, 
while doing so, repudiates the silver 
cause by making the tariff the para- 
mount issue. The candidate for Gov- 


ernor on the Republican ticket in Cal- 
ifornia in hia published speeches, rele- 
gates the silver question to the rear, 
and holds np the tariff as the panacea 
for all the ills we suffer. Idaho also 
loads down silver with a high protect- 
ive tariff plank. 


The silver States have for many 


years enabled the East to maintain a 
protective tariff, and have been re- 
warded by the almost unanimous vote 
of the North and the East for the de- 
monetization of silver. If the silver 
States had been a unit for silver as the 
paramount issue for the last ten years, 
neither of the old parties could have 
carried out any policy unless they 
would consent to the remonetization 
of silver. With all this bitter experi- 
ence before them, the so-called Re- 
publican convention of Nevada de- 
mands of her Representatives in Con- 
gress to subordinate the silver ques- 
tion and aid their enemies to obtain all 
they want without demanding some 
recognition of the rights of the people 
on the paramount issue—the remone- 
tization of silven 
<- 
. 
, 


PERNICIOUS GOLDBUGS. 


The man in Nevada who talks tariff 


while the gold combination is ens!1" -*- 
ing the country, is a goldbug of the 
most pernicious type. Neither the 
Omaha platform nor the platform of 
the Silver party of Nevada made the 
tariff an issue. On the contrary, the 
Silver party of Nevada declared that 
"too much time has already been lost 
in voting for the agents of the gold 
trust, which action has paralyzed the 
industries of the country and ruined 
silver mining in Nevada. The endorse- 
ment already given by the silver States 
of the advocates of gold in former elec- 
tions is used as an argument to show 
that the silver States themselves are 
opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver." 


The Omaha platform two years ago 


declard that "they (the Demo-Repub- 
lican party) proposes to drown the 
outcries of a plundered people with 
the uproar of a sham battle over the 
tariff." 


The Nevada Republicans are sound- 


ing the old gong. The anxiety of the 
agents of the gold trust in Nevada, as 
manifested 
in their 
platform 
in 


making the tariff the paramount issue, 
shows their hostility to the paramount 
interest of our State and their fidelity 
to the teachings of the New York Tri- 
bune and the other organs of the alien 
gold combination. 


The business world, including the 


telegraph, the commercial press, and 
the railroads are hypothecated to the 
banking trust of Europe and the United 
States. Gold monopoly determines the 
policy and controls the operation of all 
other monopolies. The free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 in the United States would 
break the corner on. money and return 
the control of business and enterprise 
to the people. 


ONE ISSUE AT A TIME. 


Only one great issue can be settled 


at a time. The multiplication of issues 
is a division of strength. The united 
power of the people is required to 
meet and overthrow the combined 
forces of the money power. The finan- 
cial question was the only issue in 
Nevada two years ago. On that issue 
four-fifths of the people are united. 
My course in the Senate was guided by 
the sole purpose of removing the tariff 
issue and bringing to the front the 
silver issue. The tariff question is 
settled, so far as the Democratic masses 
are concerned, by the passage of a 
Democratic tariff bill. The Democratic 
masses compose two-thirds of the ad- 
vocates of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
They will not rally to the standard of 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 as the only remedy 
for the afflictions they suffer. 


Neither free trade nor protection can 


be coupled with bimetallism, because 
more than one-half of the advocates of 
free coinage are against protection, and 
a large portion of the advocates of free 
coinage are against free trade. The 
platform which couples either free 
trade or protection with the free coin- 
age of silver divides the opposition to 
gold monopoly. Why should an ad- 
vocate of free and unlimited coinage be 
compelled to subscribe to either free 
trade or protection if he is willing to 
join the free coinage forces and fight 
for liberty and equal rights ?
